wh»n the national coal strike was on, 
the Virginian kept its mines completc-

•=0 far as the commission's policy was 
due to a belief that railroads could 
not serve existing mine* " was un- 
justified.

orders issued yesterday by Juds?e D. 
Price Withers 
of 
the Corporation 


against the Tobacco Growers Co-op- 
erative Marketing Association enjoin- 
ing them for a period of three months 
from conducting further prosecutions 
against the auction warehousemen of 
Danville, was filed today. 


This was 
prepared 
by John W. 


Carter, Commonwealth's attorney of 
the city who with Mayor Wooding- is 
specially named In the injunction pro- 
ceedings. 
Mr. Carter asks tha'. the 


restraining order be disilvei insofar 
as it relates to him, declaring furth- 
er that the court is without-jarisidic- 
tion to restrain him_ from iy_osec"Jt- 
ing crimlnal"~o££enders 
against 
the 


criminals laws of this stato. He also 
considers that it is his duty to pro- 
secute all persons who violate the 
marketing laws. 


Two identical 
replies vere filed 


since the injunctions issued in the pe- 
titions filed by the Danville VVare- 
house Corporation and the Piedmont 
Warehouse Corporation are also si- 
milar. 


The text of Mr. Carter's riply to 


the restraining order is aa follows 


'"For answer to a certain bill fcr 


an injunction filed against him and 
others in the above style cause, John 
W. Carter, Jr., attorney for the Com- 
monwealth in and for the city of Oan- 
ville in his official capacity as pro- 
secuting 
officer, answers ani says,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Purchase 


of a site for the tuberculosis hospi- 
tal at Livermore, California, formed 
the subject matter of Inquiry today 
by the Senate committee investigat- 
ing- the Veterans Bureau. Charges of 
a rather startling character regarding 
this transaction already, have been 
made before the committee but even 
more sensational developments ai*c 
forecast by those in charg of the in- 
•vestlgation. 


The iqulry is directed 
along two 


lines—the actual purchase itself and 
the employment of Mathew O'Brien, 
a San Francisco architect, to prepare 
plans for the hospital which subse- 
quently were rejected, but for which, 
according to the evidence, O'Brien re- 
ceived $64.000. The evidence thus far 
is that O'Brien obtained for the Vet- 
terans Bureau an option on the Liver- 
more site, which was .-not exercised, 
and also that he is the only architect 
outside the government service to .be 
employed to prepare plans for a bu- 
reau hospital. 
There is in the committee record a 
report from A. E. Grauper, of San 
Frahcisco, • chairman of -,the district 
rehabilitation committee of .the Amer- 
.ican Legion that charges were made 
directly- to Charles E. Forbes,, the di- 
rector of the bureau, that the' pur- 
chase of the Livermore site-was "sur- 
rounded by graft." This charge was 
made by a committee of the. legion 
to Forbes in San Francisco on June
